By a rote of 390 to 2S, equally im- 
plicating the Republican and Demo- 
cratic parties, the new tax bill 
fostered by Secretary Mellon and pro- 
moted by such spokesmen of Wall 
Street as Congressman Ogden Mills of 
New York, ha* passed the lower 
branch of the national legislature. 

This overwhelming alliance of Re- 
publicans and Democrats :n the House 
favoring the untaxing of the Super- 
rich practically insures that this bill 
with few modifications will become a 
law. 

Features of Measure. 

The main features of the bill, which 
now becomes the center of activity In 
the senate, are as follows: 

Surtax rates on the largest Incomes 
are to be reduced from 40 to 20 per 
cent. 

The clause In the existing law pro- 
viding for the publication of income 
tax returns is repealed. 

The rate on Inheritance taxes is re- 
duced from 40 to 20 per cent. 

Income tax rates are reduced on In- 
comes of S4.000 from 2 to V'a P« r cent; 
on Incomes of S4.000 to $8,000 from 4 
to 3 per cent; on incomes above $8,000 
from 6 to 5 per cent. 

Exemption for single men Is In- 
creased from $1,000 to $1,500. 

Exemption for married men la in- 
creased from $2,500 to $3,500. 

Wall Street Triumphs. 

Wall Street Is triumphant. Its pub- 
licity campaign begun in 1920 for a 
GENERAL reduction of Income taxes 
and a SPECIAL lightening of burdens 
on tbe moderate Income taxpayer bas 
reached a culmination that tbe wise 
and discerning might have foremen 
from the first. IT HAS FREED THE 
SUPER-RICH OF AMERICA FROM 
THE SUPERTAX. IT HAS RE- 
LEASED IT TO NEW CONQUESTS. 
NEW POWER AND ADVANTAGE 
OVER THE AMERICAN PEOPLE; 
AND IT HAS SHIFTED A NEW 
BURDEN OF TAXATION ON ALL 
GROUPS RE LOW ITSELF. 

The three outstanding iniquities of 
this bill are the cutting in two of the 
supertax; the protection of the rich 
from publicity in tax return*, and the 
cutting of the Inheritance tax In two. 
New Power for Rich. 

Tbe first of these at once releases 
an enormous new surplus to American 
P.iK Business. No on* having the most 
elementary knowledgo of economics 
believe* for one moment that the 
super-rich are going to hand this sura 
back to tbe American people In the 
shape of lower prices for tho necessi- 
ties of life or In better wage* for the 
workers. 

On the contrary, prices will remain 
at the present high level or will con- 
tinue to go up. Wages will remain 
at the present level, or will go down. 

The magnates will retain every 
cent of this wealth released by reduc- 
ing tho super-tax. They will use It In 
a fresh concentration of wealth: In 
a completion of trust building, unpre- 
cedented In the history of this coun- 
try- New gigantic sums will be re- 
leased for foreign Investment and the 
conquest of the world by Wall Street 
will proceed at an Increased pace. 
Publicity Withdrawn. 

Just at a time when the publication 
of income tax returns was proving to 
bo ono of tho greatest protections to 
tho American people and was releas- 
ing knowledge about the wealth and 
the operations of the super-rich which 
was indispensable to their safety, this 
safeguard Is being cunningly removed. 

The repeal of the inheritance tax 
provision In the present law remove*

Behind this unprecedented situation lies a fact that should arouse the 
workers and the consumers of this country. 

THJ6 BATTLE INVOLVING A NECESSARY PART OF THE NATION'S 
FUEL SUPPLY WAS STAGED IN THE WINTER BY THE ANTHRACITE 
COAL COMBINE. 

It was staged In the winter for two reasons: 
Select Winter for Battle. 

Winter offered tbe best opportunity to loot the consumer and clean up 
on gigantic reserves of better and Inferior grades of coal. 

Winter with Its stinging blasts and Ita cruel storms, was the best ally 
the coal trust could summons to starve and freeze the miner, destroy his 
organization and force him Into submission. 

A staggering blow, a few years before, had been dealt the railroad shop- 
men, composing one of the largest and most militant divisions of organized 
labor. If tbe coal miners' union composing another of tbe largest and most 
active divisions of organized labor, could be wiped out by another blow 
struck when tbe miners were least able to resist, the whole structure of or- 
ganized labor In America might totter before the attack. 

Tbe anthracite combine was able to stage this battle in tbe winter, be- 
cause It was able to name tne date when the contracts with the United Mine 
Workers" Union, signed two years before would expire. 

It set tbe date of expiration so that tbe contracts would terminate on 
August 31. 1925. 

It h*s been getting ready for two years to deliver Ita supreme blow 
against organized laber. 

Tbe expiration of one set of contracta necessitates tbe calling of con- 
ferences for tbe negotiation of new contracta. 

Coal Barons Force Strike. 

At these negotiations, on the eve of winter, tbe anthracite operators 
TOOK A STAND THAT COULD HAVE NO OTHER EFFECT THAN TO 
PRECIPITATE A STRIKE. 

To every one of the seven provisions for the new contract presented by 
tbe miners, they maintained an attitude of obdurate refusal. They would 
not bear to the check-off system under which union dues are deducted ttt 
advance from the pay checks of tbe miners. They Ignored tbe demand for 
the recognition of the union. They absolutely refused to listen to any pro- 
vision asked by the United Mine Workers that would entail tbe slightest 
increase of operating expenses ir tbe mines. 

IN THEIR TURN THEY DEMANDED A RETURN TO THE PRE-WAR 
LEVEL OF WAGES AND CONTRACT WORK. 

THIS WOULD HAVE MEANT AN AVERAGE REDUCTION IS PAT 
TO THE MINERS OF ABOUT $2*50 PER DAY. 

They did not offer to put their business back on a pre-war basis. They 
did not offer to cut the price of coal to the pre-war level. BUT THEY 
ASKED THAT THE ITEM OF PAY TO THE MINERS BE REDUCED TO 
PRE-WAR LEVEL. 

The miner* asked for a 10 per cent raloe; but If they bad asked for 
nothing, this rtrike would have traen forced upon them by the Impossible 
attitude and demands of «he operators. 

Like a well organized and well generated army, the operators chose 
the time and plare and nature of their position, so as to Insure a complete 
and crushing defeat of the miners. 

Double-Headed Scheme. 

As a monopoly, an extortioner and a profiteer, the anthracite combine 
had good reasons to intrench and dig in at such a position at such a time. 

It had accumulated a strong reserve of the better grades of coal. 

MORE IMPORTANT STILL, IT HAD FIIXED ITS BINS TO CAPAC- 
ITY WITH THE SMALLER-SIZE AND INFERIOR GRADES OF COAL. 

For a considerable length of time the combine had tried to find a mar- 
ket for these Interior grades of coal. Despite Its efforts, they continued to 
accumulate. They accumulated until there was no further storage room for 
them. They accumulated and filled the bins in spite of the fact that the 
monopoly had altered their screens so that the small size' grades of coal 
would be sifted Into the better grades, and these adulterations would be sold 
for the price of standard grad s. 

Nothing In the .world would serve quite so well as a strike Just at this 
Juncture. A strike. In the public mind, would put the onus of closing tbe 
mines on the miners instead of on the operators. A strike In the winter 
would enable the operators to sell their big reserves of better coal, and 
after that to clean up on their Inferior grades down to the very dust of the 
coal mine. Whilo the coal trust was making an enormous clean up with one 
hand from the consumers. It could put the miners' union down and out for 
good with the other 

THAT IS WHY THE ANTHRACITE COAL COMBINE TOOK AN IM- 
POSSIBLE STAND TOWARD THE DEMANDS OF THE MINERS AND 
MADE DEMANDS UPON THE MINERS THAT LEFT NO ALTERNATES 
BUT THE STRIKE. 

Swag and Swindle. 

When the operators began negotiations with the miners they had al- 
ready stored 7.000.000 to 9.000,000 tons of coal. WITHIN SIX WEEKS 
AFTER THE BEGINNING OF THE STRIKE THEY WERE SELLING THIS 
COAL FOR THREE. FOUR AND FIVE DOLLARS MORE THAN THJJ 
PRICE BEFORE THE STRIKE. 

The consumer In New York City now Is paying more rer pound for hard 
coal than the Cuban planter gets per pound for sugar. He is paying from 
l'i to cents per pound for anthracite. 

With the price of its reserves of better coal steadily mounting; with Its 
own railroads carrying Its own coal and forcing the consumers to pay ex- 
cessive freight rates, which It pocketed Itself; with Its own sales agencies 
handling its own coal and putting their profit? in the war cheat of the com- 
bine; with its own wholesalers making hlsh margins and turning the pro- 
ceeds over to the combine, and with the public forced by winter and scarcity

In Berlin tho Social Democratic Party 
Increased its representation from 46 to 
7i.

Tbeso two parties of 
the workers now control Berlin, the 
world's fourth city.

The award of Mosul 
is nothing more than a brutal oil grab 
under the eyes of the League of Na- 
tions by protected oil magnates. Japan 
threw an army Info Mukden, northern 
China, to save her reactionary and 
militaristic ally. Chang T&ao IJng. 
from a victorious popular movement 
of the t*runose. Finally, as a fitting 
climax, the League of Nations is pro- 
viding now un international army and 
navy composed of the armies and 
navies cif the members of the league, 
which, as openly announced, is "to 
make the decisions of Ceoera and the 
Hague court respected." 

Here we have every evidence that 
the Locarno Pact and the League of 
Nations are merely the basis of an In- 
ternational organization of capitalist 
governments for the purpose of pro- 
nerving world-wide empires; for pro- 
venting the veetorat'ga of evory ter- 
ritorial grab or division 4 * spoils 
sultiog from the World war; and pro- 
pared to suppress any movement 
among subject nations or In countries 
within or without the League which 
threatens its regime.

3) 
ing of great American dynasties of 
wealth and power, like tbe monarchi- 
cal dynasties of history. Ths luherl- 
lance tax Is one of the g*-eutvat safe- 
guards against the PERPETUATION 
of wealth concentration.

Describes the Typical American 
Worker to Whom Message 
of Industrial Democracy 
Must Be Conveyed 



By Upton Sinclair. 

Judd is an old carpenter who has 
dono odd jobs on our place for tbe 
past (en years. Just bow old be is I 
don't know, but he's pretty old; his 
hands are gnnrled and calloused and 
his finger nails chewed up and broken 
by hammer blows; there are knotted 
veins tn his forehead and his hair Is 
grey and thin. But be works like a 
beaver, and don't you ever hint that 
he should alow up -he will hoot at 
you, and say that be can lick any 
young feller with one hand. He will 
hitch his burnens into place — he has a 
rupture, and wears some kind of truss 
—and will slide under the bouae to 
connect up a gas-pipe, aud come crawl- 
ing out with hi* hair and eyes full of 
cobwebs, and my wife will way, "Come 
out of there, you old gopher." He 
adores her. When she talks to him 
like that, he would lift tho Hide of the 
house to please her. The two of them 
engage In violent arguments as to 
how a door ought to be hung or a 
tree pruned. "Nobody ever did It like 
that." Judd declares — and considering 
that sufficient reason. He does it her 
way. so long as she stands over him; 
but if she leaves, he Is apt to finish it 
his way— for, after all. it Is manifest 
that a man knows better than. a wom- 
an. 

Ten years ago our home was a row 
of vacant lots on a hillside, covered 
with weeds and rusty cans. Now It Is 
an old-fashioned Southern bouse with 
a long veranda and a rew of white 
columns, surrounded by rose gardens 
and grape-arbors and fig trees and 
oranges. The bouse was made out of 
rive old houses, bought for a Uttlo 
more tban nothing, and moved onto 
the place and joined together; the 
gardens were made by my wife stick- 
ing baby plants Into tbe ground, and 
botdlng a hose over them all day and 
part of the night. I helped a little; 
and two school-boys helped after 
hours; but Judd was tbe Hercules 
wbo did most of this mighty labor. He 
would rout us out of bed in th-? morn- 
ing, and many a time we have worked 
after dark, to get a roof over some- 
thing before it rained, or to finish a 
cement job before it set. What Is 
there we haven't done together? — dig- 
ging ditches and setting fence-posts, 
hoeing weeds and pruning trees, lay- 
ing shingles and tacking down tar- 



paper, cleaning old furniture and 
painting an automobile, moving a ga- 
rage and installing a sprinkler sys- 
tem. And always with a presiding 
female genius hovering over us. ex- 
horting and appralning, moitly on the 
debit side! Never was there such a 
woman for saving, and for devising, 
and for utilising. Once Judd In his 
digging came upon a rusty Iron spike, 
and showed It secretly to mo. "Better 
throw it over the bill quick," he said. 
"If tbe missus sees that, she'll start 
a railroad!" 

When the house was done, there 
was a party. The living room Is ex- 
tra-fancy, with high, peaked celling, 
and lights way up, dim and mysteri- 
ous; in a million years you'd never 
gueHs that it was once an old tailor- 
nhop, bought for a hundred dollars, 
and moved over here, and the upper 
floor taken out! Well, our friends 
came, some of them rich people In 
limousines, creating a sensation in our 
neighborhood. The neighbors were 
invited— it is a working-class part of 
town, and a few people came, shy and 
a little distrustful, and picked out 
seats with backs to tbe wall, and sat 
stiff and silent, while George Sterling, 
great poet and genial soul, «.oid us 
Intimate recollections of Joachim 
Miller and Ambrose Blerce and Jack 
London, and other old-time California 
writers. 

Judd wore his best clothes, and a 
stiff collar, and brought a lady friend 
in black satin. We were surprised by 
this, for we knew that Judd was a 
widower of many years' standing; we 
teased him afterwards about this lady, 
and he blushed, but Insisted tbere was 
"nothing to It" — and apparently there 
wasn't, for he still lives alone in the 
house he has built, with a fire-place 
made of every kind of shiny colored 
stone you can find on the beaches of 
California. There is a porch to this 
house and a lot of fancy cement work, 
that will last Judd'a lifetime and 
much longer. You must understand, 
this is no "hard-luck story," quite the 
contrary; Judd baa got to be a rich 
man io the course of ten years, with 
over-time wages of a dollar an hour. 
He put his savings Into two lots, and 
his spare time Into building three 
houses on them, and now he has two 
of them rented, and bo goes trout- 
fishing every spring, and deer-hunting 
In the fall, and he took a trip to Texas 
just to have the fun of spending some 
of his money, instead of leaving It all 
to hU nephews. When he comes now 
to do odd jobs for us, It is by way of 
a favor; and he says, "Well, you got 
a new book now?" Of course 1 al- 
ways have, and be demands a copy, 
and Insists it must be cloth, and auto- 



graphed; and then we have our regu- 
lar argument as to whether he shall 
pay for It. and we compromise on the 
basis of his paying tbe wholesale 
price. He tells me what he thinks 
about my writings, snd just what la 
wrong with my Ideas. 

Judd, you understand. Is not the 
least bit of a "radical." "I got no use 
for these 'reds.'" he says, being a 
slmon pure, hundred per cent Ameri- 
can; there are too many foreigners 
in the country, and If they don't like 
It, let them get out. But at the same 
time Judd Is nobody's fool. For one 
thing, be Is "onto" the politicians; 
they are a bunch of crooks, and be 
proves it, telling me things that are 
going on right In Pasadena— be knows 
from this friend or that who works 
for the city. Also. Judd is "onto" the 
politicians at Washington; of course 
you can't get tbe facts, because the 
newspapers won't print th»m. but look 
at this oil business, and look at the 
fellows that got a billion dollars from 
the government, pretending to make 
airplanes for the war, and they never 
got a single one to flying in France. 
Judd supported tbe war. and bought 
liberty bonds with his savings; but 
he sa>s that if the truth was known, 
we could have kept out of that war, If 
it hadn't been for the munition mak- 
ers, and tho bankers and their loans 
to England and France, 

So you see, we have plenty to talk 
about while nailing down shingles and 
screwing up water-pipe! Once, not so 
long ago, Judd said to me. "By golly, 
I never thought of that!" I answered. 
"You'd be surprised to know how 
many things you never thought of," 
Said be: "Why don't you write a book 
for fellows like me? A workingmaa la 
tired when he gets home, and doat 
have time for big books, and he don't 
know the long words. Bnt yoa write 
something short and easy, and show 
us little fellows just how we get it 
in the neck." 

Weli, there are lots of things one 
would like to write, and one doesn't 
get around to them all. But r ery 
now and then I think about Judd, aad 
the millions of other Judda there are. 
scattered over this great land. I think 
of things I'd like to say to them, if 
only I could get to them. Here it la. 
Thanksgiving morning of the year 
l'*2L; and just why this morning 
should have chosen itself, I can't 
Imagine, but I am sitting at my type- 
writer, on the very porch that Jodd 
helped to build, and came crawling 
out from under with his hair aad eyea 
full of cobwebs — the old gopherl I 
am beginning the book he ask«1 me 
to write, for him and the other Ameri- 
can worklngmen. 



Face Coal Criaia or Settlement

to buy tbe accumulated inferior grades of coal— the coal combine was set for 
a winter eelge. 

Strike Enters Second Stage. 

That siege is now entering Its second phase. 

Word comes from labor leaders in Pennsylvania that the bins formerly 
bursting with the smallerniie. inferior grades of coal are being rapidly 
emptied. In a short time there will be no reserves of better or inferior 
anthracite. The t...'rest part of winter has just begun. The people are 
wholly unprepared for what seems certain to come if the strike la not over 
soon. They have been misled by the fal.«e propaganda of the coal barons. 
Into the belief that there is no danger of a shortage, or that in case of a 
shortage of anthracite, soft coal. coke, or oil can he used aa a substitute. 

President John L. Lewis of the United Mine Workers of America, has 
pointed out that there are countless thousands of coal users especially In 
the crowded sections of the east, equipped only to use anthracite, who can- 
not possibly accommodate their equipment to any of the substitutes on 
short notice. 

The real test is due soon. Is the news that comes from the strike zone. 
If the strike Is not over soon, the country may know what a coal strike in the 
winter may mean. It may soon know to what lengths the people can be mis- 
led into a catastrophe by the false propaganda of a monopoly bent only on 
serving Its own ends. It may soon know whether or not a monopoly In every 
seme of tbe word, fully prepared and equipped with tremendous resources 
aud reserves and fighting in l*» own chosen way on its own chosen ground, 
can wipe out the bigKest fighting union in America and endanger the whole 
labor movement of this country. 

Country Faces Real Test. 

Labor Is facing a real test. Its full organiied strength will be needed 
to meet the situation If a strike settlement does not come soon. 

The public — what remains of American democracy— Is facing a test. 
Democratic Institutions are squarely challenged by a lawless monster of 
monopoly and extortion. 

The swindled and victimized consumers of anthracite coal are facing 
a critical period In the cold winter days that lie just ahead. 

Behind all these problems looms the larger problem of what to do with 
this over-grown, over-ripe monopoly. 

From various groups throughout the country— from elements that have 
never voiced this demand before— comes a rising chorus: LET THE PEO- 
PLE OWN THE COAL TRUST. 

Never before did the public ownership of a vital industry come so near 
being made an immediate national Issue as now. Not only has Congressman 
Berger suggested the old Socialist demand for nationalization of this monop- 
oly, In a telegram to Governor Plnchot of Pennsylvania, but almost Imme- 
diately following 8erger*s telegram Governor Pinchot in a call for a special 
session of the legislature to handle the coal situation, holds up as a club the 
possibility of slexure by the state of the anthracite coal mines, 

Tho demand for public ownership Is breaking beyond Its Socialist 
sources. Congressman Griffin of New York has presented a resolution au- 
thorizing the President to sleze the coal mines In case of necessity. Sena- 
tor Norris and Senator Shlpstead, progressives, are backing public owner- 
ship moves in the senate. 

The opportunity is rapidly developing to bit hard and effectively for tbe 
public plucking of the most ripe of all trusts.

"As a matter of record prices in- 
stead of going down since Mr. Cool- 
idge has been in office, have been 
slowly advancing. 

Trices did go down at a headlong 
rate in the last months of the Wilson 
and the first months ot the Harding 
administrations, but this was a world- 
wide post-war readjustment and was 
no more an Indication of the greater 
economy and efficiency of the national 
government than the recent rUe has 
been of growing extravagance. 

"The assumed increase of 20 per 
cent In wages since 1920 la not borne 
out by statistical evidence. 

"Average per capita wages of fac- 
tory workers In Now York state are 
below the 1920 level. So are the pay- 
roll figures reported by the U. S. 
Department of Labor. 

"That department also rc porta the 
average hourly wags of common labor 
In this country at 31 conts, compared 
with 49 cents in 1929. The rate paid 
by the steel corporation in that year 
was 41 cents, It Is now 40 cents. 
Farm labor la now receiving an aver- 
ago of $49 per month compared with 
$«5 in 1920." 



A Traveler's Tale

This, dear reader, was your good 
old ship of etato. tho government of 
yours: national, state and local She 
has a five-foot boiler, tha treasury, 
and a nlno foot whistle— politicians 
and office holders— through which our 



pilots and engineers are ov^r fond of 
blowing. With a cargo nearing 100 
billions of Interest bearing debt, pub- 
lic and private, she is loaded to the 
guards and the lower deck awash. 

The old hull— the Industrial sys- 
tem— with its millions of leaks be- 
tween .producers and consumers, is so 
rotten and worm-eaten that any con- 
siderable increase in cargo, boiler, or 
fuel supply (taxes) would send her 
to the bottom like a millstone. 

We owners — the people— It la up to 
us, shall we continue blowing our 
great and useless whistle, and con- 
tlnuo to drift broadside down the 
dark and tortuous stream of social 
decay, or shall wc rebuild the good 
ship of state out of such material as 
may be salvaged from the old ship 
and such new material as may be 
necessary, with a new hull of co-oper- 
ative Industry so sound and tight that 
there shall be no leakage between 
producer and consumer, ample boilers 
and fuel supply and a whistle that 
does not stop the engines when It 
blows?
